To Make Head Lettuce Head 


Lettuce will seldom head in hot weather, 
unless grown in shade. It is a cool weather 
plant, doing best very early in spring, or 
late in fall, as head lettuce. The cool climate 
of the mountains is ideal for head lettuce. 
That’s where the carloads are now grown 
for shipping. This is becoming a big and 
profitable industry in Colorado, - 

Sowing head lettuce seed late in fall, just 
before ground freezes, is one good way to 
get an early start the next spring. Very 
early spring sowing—March or early April is 
good. Bear in mind that the ground should be 
good and rich, and that the plants should be 
thinned or transplanted to 6 to 10 inches 
apart. Then they should be hoed often, the 
oftener the better. You can’t expect to pluck 
large solid heads of lettuce from a bed in 
which the plants are as thick as the prover- 
bial hair on the proverbial dog’s back.

Why Crooked Spikes? 


Some varieties naturally produce a large 
percent of crooked or “Saxophone” spikes. ~ 

Conditions that tend to make crooked spikes 
in any variety are such as too shallow plant- 
ing, and uneven or erratic application of mois- 
ture: Deep planting helps prevent alternate 
drying and moistening of the soil around the 
roots. . 

Too much water produces a rank, flabby 
growth, so that on hot days the spike lops 
downward. Comes a cooler spell, or cool night. 
and the spike takes an upward turn—and 
there’s your ‘“Sax’’! 

Some of the loveliest varieties may crook 
and twist so much in certain climates and 
under certain weather conditions that they 
might be described as the “vining type.” Yet 
the same variety in other places or under dif- 
ferent seasonal conditions may produce splen- 
did erect spikes. 

Here’s an idea: So far as possible, plant 
your varieties that have shown a tendency to 
crook, LATE in the season, early July OK in 
many sections. The idea is that_they will pro- 
duce spikes during the cooler fall months, and 
not crook as in summer. 

After all, why worry too much about crooked 
spikes? Of course they are not desirable for 
packing for shipping, but a certain percent 
of crooked spikes are splendid for bouquets 
and baskets. Some florists specify part of 
order to be crooked spikes. 

If we had to go to a lot of trouble to pro- 
duce crooked spikes, then they would be highly 
prized and bring a premium, for they do add 
class to a basket, if one has that artistic touch 
and knows how to use them.

Weed ’em and Reap 


Don’t ever let the weeds get big. Funny, 
isn’t it, how we think we’re doing something 
great when slaughtering big weeds, but don’t 
feel half that glow of satisfaction if we 
kill "em off when small and when it is so much 
easier done. But the time to get the weeds is 
before they take their toll from the soil’s fer- 
tility. Frequent raking, hoeing and cultivating 
is the way to get the weeds just as sprouting. 


Would You Chew Wood? 


You’d have a fit if the Missus would serve 
shavings and twine with your radish, tur- 
nips, beets, snap beans, etc. Yet many times 
these are served old and tough, and full of 
woody fibre and stringy entanglements. To 
have them tender when wanted, plant often. 


Don’t plant radish, beets, beans only once. 
Plant every few weeks and have them crisp, 
juicy and tender. 


Some Pansy Pointers 


Sown in boxes indoors in late February or 
early March, then transplanted. Hasier yet, 
just sow the seed in the open garden in early 
spring. They will begin blooming in July from 
seed thus sown in the garden. The plants will 
bloom until hard frosts. With a light protec- 
tion will bloom again the next spring. 


For husky, early spring Pansy plants sow 
the seed outdoors late in August, cover with 
thin layer of excelsior, remove soon as 
Pansy plants come through the ground. Just 
before ground freezes, give light covering of 
excelsior, straw or brush. NOT MUCH, lest 
smother plants. Remove very early in spring. 


Hints on Germinating Seeds 


For tiny flower seeds outdoors, take great 
care in preparing the bed, making it very fine 
and level. Then after sowing the seed cover 
very lightly, not over one-fourth inch for 
most small seeds and less for some, such 
as Petunias which should barely be covered 
by sifting fine soil, or sand over the seed. 
Press the soil firmly with piece of board. 
Then spread some light covering over the 
bed until plants begin to show up. This is 
to prevent washing the seed away or dry- 
ing out of soil, which is cause of many fail- 
ures. Use coarse cloth, straw or hay. I find 
excelsior the best for this purpose and use it 
altogether in germinating Pansy seed. 


Use the Hoe more, Hose Less 


Weeds are great bluffers. Get after them 
from the very beginning in a manner that 
will give them to understand that they might 
just as well give up the battle first as last. 
However, weeds are useful, for they keep us 
digging and scratching around the plants and 
thus give the top soil just the treatment it 
needs. Thus, without weeds many would forget 
to keep the soil so thoroughly worked. 


Remember that plants need air as well as 
moisture. Keep the soil loose. 


Furthermore, frequent stirring of the soil 
conserves the moisture and if you will “Use 
the hoe more’ you will need to ‘Use the 
hose less.’ Most people water their plants 
too much .and do not cultivate them enough, 
and for that reason I have adopted the slo- 
gan, “Use the hoe more and the hose less.” 


That’s where you have a hose, of course. 
The same applies to irrigating from a ditch. 
Dry farmers get good results by using the 
hoe often. When I say hoe I mean anything 
from a hairpin to a tractor that will stir 
the soil. I use a garden rake a great deal in 
place of a hoe when the plants are small. With 
some plants you can rake right over the rows 
without injuring the plants. Rows of gladioli 
from bulblets can be raked until plants are 
six inches high. 
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Lawn Grass Seed 


Never in‘over 40 years selling seeds have 
we known such a shortage of the main grasses 
used for seeding lawns, namely White Dutch 
Clover and Kentucky Blue Grass, especially 
the latter. 


It places us and all other seedsmen in a 


spot. First off, it is almost impossible to 
Secure, at any price, enough stock for our 
customers, Second, we are forced to charge 


what might seem too much. Third, we _ be- 
lieve we should limit each customer to not 
over 10 pounds of seed. At time of writing 
this, in December, it looks like we should cut 
that to five pounds. But will go as far as we 
can with the ten pound limit. 


Later in the season, write us, if you wish, 
asking if stocks will permit larger quantity to 
a customer. 


Due to drastic shortage of Blue Grass, our 
own mixture is one part Blue Grass to 2 parts 
Clover. See below. 


White Clover alone will make you a fine 
lawn, and in a hurry. Ordinarily it has been 
used sparingly when mixed with Blue Grass, 
partly because, normally, it has been scarcer 
and higher priced. But this season the reverse 
is true. 


The Blue Grass we add in our mixture will 
not show up so noticeably the first year. But 
even a much less proportion will eventually 
take possession of your lawn. Just a root 
here and there will spread and spread, as you 
may have noticed. So that’s our story. 


Just one more point. Of all times, do be 
careful what sort of seed you get for your 
lawn. And bear in mind that even at eurrent 
higher prices, the cost of the seed is a very, 
very small item compared with the cost of 
preparing the lawn for sowing. If and when 
we run out of the quality of seed that has 
built us a national reputation, we will refund 
instead of fill your orders. 


Clover “goes farther’ than Blue Grass in 
getting a lawn established quickly. So, if 
ground is well prepared, seed sown carefully 
and evenly, lawn kept watered first few weeks, 
you can get a good stand by sowing one pound 
to 300 to 400 square feet. A little thicker 
might be better. This applies to either clover 
alone or our mixture. 


New lawns should be thoroughly worked, 
leveled and allowed to settle. 


The more care before sowing the seed the 
better the results. Seed will wash to the low 
spots and make your lawn spotted. 


Sow part the seed one way and then some 
more crosswise, so as to avoid streaks. Rake 
well before and after sowing. Water gently 
so often that soil never dries out until lawn is 
green. 


Old lawns should be re-seeded and fertilized 
from time to time. Use only the purest seed. 
Never be afraid of sowing too much Seed, nor 
too often.
